MEETINGS WILL BE RESUMED SESSION. SEEN AS WHOLE, 

SESSION WAS SUCCESSFUL IN TERMS OF GIVING SIGNIFICANT 
IMPETUS TO PREPARATORY PROCESS FOR VANCOUVER CONFERENCE. 

MOST IMPORTANT ACCOMPLISHMENT WAS FORMULATION OF PAPER 
WITH AGENDA THEMES AND ISSUES, TO BE REVISED BY SECRETARIAT, 
APPROVED BY PREPCOM IN AUGUST, AND SUBMITTED TO GA. 

CONFERENCE SYG HAS IN MIND CONVENING IN EARLY JULY 
AD HOC GROUPS OF EXPERTS TO WORK ON 1) DECLARATION OF 
PRINCIPLES, AND 2) RECOMMENDATIONS ON INTERNATIONAL 
COOPERATION. SOVIETS, AT LEAST IN COMITE MEETINGS, DID 
NOT PLAY PARTICULARLY ACTIVE ROLE. MANY LDC'S WERE REPRESENTED 
BY SENIOR OFFICIALS. USYG WAS GIVEN DISCRETION TO CHOOSE 
SITE OF NEXT TWO MEETINGS, AND GREECE OFFERED TO HOST ONE 
OF THEM. 

IN DRAFTING COMITE, WHICH PREPARED AGENDA THEMES AND ISSUES, 
RATHER SERIOUS DISPUTE AROSE BETWEEN LA'S, PRIMARILY 
COLOMBIANS, AND REPS FROM OTHER REGIONS. LA S FEARED THAT 
KIND OF IDEAS BEING FLOATED BY INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES 
WOULD TURN CONFERENCE INTO OVERWHELMINGLY ACADEMIC ONE, 

AND THEY PRESSED FOR MORE "PROBLEM" OR "ISSUE" ORIENTED 
AGENDA. DRAFT WAS HASTILY-PUT-TOGETHER COMPROMISE AND 
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AS RESULT CONTAINS AMBIGUITIES WHICH GENERATED CONSIDERABLE 
DISCUSSION. ISSUE WAS RESOLVED BY AGREEMENT TO REQUEST 
SYG TO REVISE PAPER. 

DRAFTING COMITE S REPORT IS DIVIDED INTO SIX PARTS 
DEALING WITH: OBJECTIVE OF CONFERENCE; MAJOR HUMAN SETTLE-

PROCEEDED TO EGYPTIAN UN MISSION. WHILE DEMONSTRATORS WERE 
BEING ESCORTED BY POLICE TO EGYPTIAN MISSION, SMALL GROUP
